The two most significant things in 
Great Britain today are H. G. Wells 
and Lloyd George. 
For that matter 
the greatest factois in any nation are 
always human factors. 
When I speak of greatness I do not 
refer to actual or potential greatness, 
for that is soothing that God alone 
knows; 
but I refer to actual great­ 
ness, that is, greatness measured bv 
results. Lloyd George is the greatest 
practical man in Great Britian and H. 
G. Wells is the gi-eatest impractical 
man. Wells is exceptionally endowed 
with creative intelligence. 
H's vision 
is remarkable, almost uncanny. 
I do not speak of all his work, but 
of a certain part of it. 
What firs' 
attracted me to him was his stories 
involving the possibilities of mechani­ 
cal invention, which showed a mind 
of singular fertility, 
I never cared 
for his novels and the sociology that 
underlay them, tot the reason, I sup 
pose, that they uncomfortably dis 
turbed the graveyards of my subeor 
scious prejudices. But his book, "The 
Ungyip*: Fire,” v a s a great spiritual 
'-'trtJcument. 
Indeed all of his efforts 
to clarify and make usable our Id« a 
of God have been very helpful. 
I have particularly liked his book, 
"The Salvage of Civilization,” and 
his letters that he wrote on the Wash­ 
ington conference, because he was 
about the only writer enjoying a 
fashionable vogue who grasped clear 
ly the ultimate solution of politics 
which is that the life of the world is 
retarded because we can not outgrow 
the nation myth. 
We must somehow 
or other put the police of the world 
under the direction of the common 
council for the world, for the simp’e 
reason that there is no other way. I 
I have never heard of any other so­ 
lution that is intellectually respect 
able.

TEXAS PRODUCING 
MOST VEGETABLES 


Texas will ship upwards of 19,000 
carloads of early vegetables this year 
according to figures compiled by the 
Texas Chamber of Commerce from 
various 
government and private re­ 
ports? 
This figure does not includ? 
the heavy shipment of later vegeta­ 
bles and other small crops, which 
will bring the probable total to 60,- 
000 carloads for the year. 
Texas during the last few years 
has kept abreast ol Florida and Cali­ 
fornia as an early shipper to north 
em and eastern markets. 
According 
to recent government reports, Tex»s 
had, up to the close of April, shipp *d 
approximately 10,000 carloads of cab­ 
bage, onions, spinach, white potatoes, 
strawberries and mixed vegetables of 
the 1922 season, and government es­ 
timates 
show 
that 
approximate.^ 
9.000 or more carloads of these pro­ 
ducts will be shipped from Texas be­ 
fore the close of tht arly market sea­ 
son. This is an iucrease of 3,000 car­ 
loads over shipments to April 30 to 
last season, and government statis- 
tice show that the total early vege­ 
table production in Texas will run 
about 7,000 carloads ahead of the 
total 
production 
of approximately 
1.000 carloads of last season. 
Texas has shown a large increase 
in cabbage production over the past 
year, 3,596 cars having been shipped 
to the close of April as against 1,646 
to the same date last year. 
The pro­ 
duction of cabbage this year will run 
upwards of 5,000 carloads as against 
a production of 1,671 carloads last 
year. 
The early cabbage production 
is practically all in the lower Rio 
Grande valley. 
Texas 
is the prem ier 
Bermuda 
onion shipping state in the union, 
and this year’s crop shows on in­ 
crease over that of last season; 299S 
carloads of early onions had been 
shipped previous to April 31 accord­ 
ing to government reports, as against 
2,004 cars of the same date last year. 
The 1922 production of onions is es­ 
tim ated at 4,400 carloads as against 
the production of 4,208 carloads las 
year. 
Texas onion crop is grown 


largely in Webb county near Laredo 
The spinach crop of Texas this year 
will approxim ately equal th at of last 
year, th e last year’s crop being 1,459 
carloads. 
The spinach season has 
closed w ith a total shipm ent of about 
1,430 cars. 
The spinach of Texas is 
grown in Travis county, W ebb countv 
and points south of San Antonio. 
The early potato movement has be­ 
gun with the shipment of several 
hundred carloads. 
The total produc­ 
tion for this year is estimated at 
about 1,573 carloads which is slight 
ly larger than ihep roduction last 
year. 
This includes the extremely 
early potatoes of the the lower Rio 
Grande valley and the gulf coast 
country below Houston, as well as the 
crop which comes slightly later in the 
East Texas territory. 
The tom ato production of Texas is 
also split in two crops, one of them 
coming from the Rio G rande valley 
very early in the season, and the oth- 
erer follow ing later from the W est 
Texas territory, but coming far ahead 
of the tom ato crop of the north. The 
entire Texas crop bomes on the m ar­ 
ket early enough in the season to b* 
consumed as table stock. 
Both to 
mato grow ing sections of Texas will 
show a large incresae of production 
this year. 
The lower Rio Grande 
valley will produce, according to go 
vernm ent estim ates, about 1,467 car­ 
loads as against 778 carloads last 
year. 
Unless 
growing 
co n d itio n 
change decidedly in East Texas, that 
territory will produce over 3,000 car­ 
loads of tom atoes thisy ear as against 
a production of I 4 88 carloads last 
year. 
Though Texas does not rank high 
as a shipper of straw berries, yet the 
Lone S tar state furnishes more of 
this product to the m arket than the 
average citizen of the state would 
guess. 
The production this year will 
be approxim ately 88 cars as against 
67 cars in 1921. 
Outside of the above-mentioned 
vegetables, there bas been shipped 
from the state this season 1,671 car­ 
loads of mixed vegetables as against 
1,268 carloads last year. 
The w aterm elon and cantaloupe 
crop will be on the m arket shortly. 
A production of 350 cars of canta­ 
loupes is th e forecast by the United 


States departm ent of agriculture, as 
against 22 4 cars last year. The Texas 
watermelon acreage this year is es­ 
tim ated at 37,000, on average of 
twenty per cent increase over last 
year. 
Market fluctuations make it dif­ 
ficult to estimate the value of these 
crops, but the total figure for early 
market crops will not be far from 
$6,000,000, using prices received as 
a basis for computation.
